des-e-crate; To violate 
the sanctity of; to profane. 

Should California, or any 
other state, have the right to 
prevent the desecration of our 
nation’s flag? I believe that 
we should. My Assembly 
Joint Resolution will insure 
that California is one of the 
first states to ratify the 28th 
Amendment when it it ap¬ 
proved by the U.S. Senate. 

In 1984, a member of the 
Revolutionary Communist 
Youth Brigade. Joey 
Johnson, violated Texas law 
by burning a U.S. flag at the 
Republican Convention. In 
1989, the Supreme Court 
threw out the law on a narrow 
5-4 margin, arguing that 
burning the fiag was an act of 
political expression protected 
by the First Amendment. The 
next year. Congress at¬ 
tempted to pass a national 
law, which was also rejected 
by the same five Justices. 

Now, the Congress is in 
the process of proposing the 
28th Amendment, which 
would simply state, “The 
Congress and the states shall 
have power to prohibit the 
physical desecration of the 
flag of the U.S." The 
founders of our nation were 
wise to provide a means of 
amending the Constitution in 
times like this. It is a process 
that is not to be taken lightly 
and is not easily accom¬ 
plished. A constitutional 
amendment requires ap¬ 
proval of two-thirds of both 
Houses of Congress and then 
must be ratified by three- 
t|uarters of the states. That is 
why (lur great Constitution 
has been amended 17 times 
since passage of the original 
Bill of Rights over 200 years 
ago. 

It is still possible to re¬ 
verse an amendment, as was 
the case with the 18th 
Amendment that established 
prohibition, which was re¬ 
pealed by the 21st Amend¬ 
ment just a few years later. 
Others, like the 16th Amend¬ 
ment establishing the IRS, 


are taking longer to repeal? 

The amendment process 
was clearly intended to ad¬ 
dress the very type of 
misdirection created by these 
Supreme Court decisions. It 
gives the people, those who 
provide “the consent of the 
governed,” with a means to 
correct a mistake made by the 
court. 

What amazes me is that an 
issue strongly supported by 
our nation’s veterans and 
over 80 percent of the citizens 
can be so confusing to some 
politicians and those in the 
media. Now that passage 
seems likely the last battle cry 
to stop us is that we are will¬ 
ing to “bum the Bill of Rights 
in order to stop the burning of 
the flag.” To argue that this 
amendment damages the 1 st 
Amendment is absolute non¬ 
sense. Some 47 states had 
laws prohibiting flag burning 
before the Supreme Court lis¬ 
tened to a bunch of liberal 
lawyers, and the 1 st Amend¬ 
ment was doing just fine. 

Under the 1st Amend¬ 
ment, Joey Johnson could 
stand in any public place and 
take as long as he wanted to 
explain all the things that are 
wrong with our United 
States. What he couldn’t do 
was destroy the symbol of the 
very freedom he was enjoy¬ 
ing—the symbol of a great 
nation which thousands have 
given their lives to defend. 

Reasonable limits have 
not destroyed any of the first 
ten amendments and have al¬ 
ways been recognized as nec¬ 
essary in a nation of flawed 
men and women. The 2nd 
Amendment does not protect 
the right of criminals to own 
guns; the 1st Amendment 
does not give you the right to 
yell "fire” in a crowded the¬ 
ater or scrawl graffiti on 
school walls. In fact, even the 
freedom of the press has its 
limits. The editors of this pa¬ 
per can be sued for libel; and 
if 1 or someone else were to 
copy their logo and use it to 
compete with or defame 
them, we would be in court in 
a matter of hours! 

We live in a time when 
our nation faces a crisis of 
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values. Passage of the 28th 
Amendment will not solve 
our problems, but it can cer¬ 
tainly be seen as one of a 
number of steps in the right 
direction. We have raised a 
generation or two on a 
bumper sticker that reads, 
“Question authority.” I know 
of no one who argues that we 
like the results. No-fault di¬ 
vorce has created an epi¬ 
demic of broken homes. 
Rampant sexual deviance 
and “free love” have taken a 
cruel toll of broken lives and 
unleashed deadly diseases. 
We have children having ba¬ 
bies, graduating students who 
can’t read their diplomas, and 
a level of violence that makes 
the youth in our cities more 
likely to die from gunfire than 
our boys who served in Viet¬ 
nam. 

Insuring that people show 
respect for the flag can and 
should be one small step. It 
might help to remind people 
about the importance of sac¬ 
rifice as they are forced to 
think about those who died to 
give them liberty. They might 
go on to think about how you 
cannot have liberty in a soci¬ 
ety that has no discipline and 
self-government. We must 
respect the rights of others. 
We must honor our marriage 
vows, not until we tire of the 
relationship, but “till death do 
us part.” Children must re¬ 
spect their parents and honor 
those in authority over 
them—not because the par¬ 
ent and others are perfect, but 
because of the stability it 
brings to society to honor 
God-ordained institutions. 

We honor our flag, not 
because it is a piece of cloth 
or because we live in a per¬ 
fect nation. We honor what it 
represents: a nation founded 
because we held certain 
truths to be self-evidenL “that 
all men are created equal, that 
they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalien¬ 
able rights, that among these 
are life, liberty, and the pur¬ 
suit of happiness.” We honor 
the flag as a symbol of those 
founders, and others who fol¬ 
lowed that were able to say, 
“for the support of this decla¬ 
ration, with a firm reliance on 
the protection of Divine 
Providence, we mutually 
pledge to each other our lives, 
our fortunes, and our sacred 
honor.”

First the rich, red brown sunflowers caught our eye, then 
we noticed the purple-blue flowers of the Verbena bonariensis. 
The border along the walkway at The Arbt)retum is bursting 
with interesting and unusual specimens. 

The sunflowers are of manageable size standing about four 
feet high and adding a vibrant dark flower which seems to bal¬ 
ance the weight of the plant. The more common Verbena 
puruvian comes in bright pinks and reds and grows close to 
the ground. This verbena grows tall and spiky and is much 
more inclined to be a perennial. 

Filling in at the feet of the taller plants is Nigella damascena 
a lovely reseeding annual with the charming common name 
of “Love in a Mist”. This particular variety is called ‘rasp¬ 
berry’ and its flowers are kind of pink instead of blue. 

An interesting cultivar of the reliable Salvia gregii is a 
variety called ‘Cienigadel Oro’ which blooms lemon yellow 
instead of a variation on the red theme. Mary Foote, The Ar¬ 
boretum propagation specialist, has grown these plants. 

We noticed the strings crisscrossing over the plantings and 
learned they are there to keep the peacocks from demolish¬ 
ing the flower beds. Oh, those peacocks. Such a nuisance, 
but so beautiful. 

The mother hens and chicks are busy eating their way 
around the garden. Weren’t we excited to sight the creamy 
white little chick. Most peacock babies are grey and without 
the brilliant feathers of the adults. This baby has the coloring 
of a chicken chick, but is definitely a peachick. Now we are 
debating what his (or her) feathers will look like as an adult.

Of the billions of dollars 
spent on medical liability, 
only 40 cents of every dollar 
reaches the injured patient. 


Each suit filed costs Cali¬ 
fornia taxpayers $500, and at 
least $8,000 more if it goes to 
trial. 

In fiscal 1994, the city of 
Los Angeles paid $54 million 
on judgments and settle¬ 
ments. 

In California, 2/3 of medi¬ 
cal claims from auto acci¬ 
dents are phony or exagger¬ 
ated. These phony claims 
cost every California motor¬ 
ist an additional $250/year 
for auto insurance. People in 
the Los Angeles area are 3 
times as likely to file personal 
injury claims after a car acci¬ 
dent than people in other 


parts of California or in other 
states. 

The average punitive 
damage jury award in Cali¬ 
fornia mushroomed from less 
than $1 million in 1984 to 
$6.6 million in 1994, while 
total punitive damages 
awarded by juries amounted 
to more than $3 billion. 90% 
of these awards were upheld. 

Wrongful termination 
suits alone have reduced hir¬ 
ing levels in California by 4- 
5%, costing the state as many 
as 650,000 jobs, and the 
threat of wrongful termina¬ 
tion lawsuits deters busi¬ 
nesses from locating and ex¬ 
panding in California. The 
average jury award for a 
wrongful termination lawsuit 
is now $1.3 million, an 
amount that has tripled since 
1988. 

Medical malpractice in¬ 
surance costs $ 16,0(X)/year in 
the U.S. — 10 times more 
than in Europe. OBGYNs 
pay, on average, $37,000/ 
year. Nationally, 12% have 
quit delivering babies be¬ 
cause of the fear of being 
sued. 

California had more 
multi-million dollar verdicts 
awarded form 1990-1993 
than any other state. 

In 1992, 850,000 new 
civil lawsuits were filed in 
California. 110,000 were tort 
— lawsuits seeking damages. 

The Economist reported 
that, as a percent of the GNP, 
the U.S. spends from 3-6 
times more on tort costs than 
any of the other western de¬ 
mocracies.

Science Magazine re¬ 
ported in 1992 that California 
Biotech companies are delay- 
ing research and develop¬ 
ment of AIDS vaccines be¬ 
cause of lawsuit fears. 

America’s small-aircraft 
industry has virtually col¬ 
lapsed because of lawsuits, 
resulting in the loss of 
100,000 industry and related 
jobs. In 1978, 18,000 private 
planes were manufactured in 
this country. In 1993, only 
534 planes were produced. 

The number of strike suits 
- class action lawsuits 
brought about after a decline 
in share prices - has tripled 
since 1988. In 1993, settle¬ 
ments totaled $1.4 billion 
nationally. In these suits, in¬ 
vestors receive just 6 cents of 
every settlement dollar; 
plaintiff lawyers receive 30 
cents. 

Product liability lawsuits 
discourage the incorporation 
of safety improvements. One 
study found that 47% of com¬ 
panies hold back develop¬ 
ment projects over concern 
about product liability. 

There are 70,000 product 
liability lawsuits in the 
United States annually, and 
only 200 in the United King¬ 
dom. The U.S. has 30 times 
more lawsuits per person than 
Japan, and we spend 6 times 
more of our Gross National 
Product (GNP) on lawsuits 
than Japan. These additional 
lawsuits might be justified if 
they made us any safer, but 
they do not. According to the 
World Health Organization, 
the accidental death rate in 


the U.S. is 36.9 per 100,000 
population. It is only 26.9 in 
Japan and 23.1 in the U.K. 

Some experts estimate the 
lawsuit tax to be $23.86 for 
an aluminum stepladder, 
$500 for a two-day maternity 
stay, $3,000 for a heart pace¬ 
maker, 50% of the cost of a 
football helmet, 40% of the 
cost of childhood DPT vac¬ 
cine, and 1 /3 of a doctor’s fee 
for performing a tonsillec¬ 
tomy.

Antonovich said a second 
beneHt to this program is that 
it gives a clearer estimation of 
the cost of criminal illegal 
aliens to the financially- 
troubled county. 

“This pilot program re¬ 
veals the county is spending 
about $50 million a year on 
criminal illegal aliens," 
Antonovich said. “That is 
money that could be better 
spent for Sheriffs deputies 
and our libraries and parks. It 
also is another reason why ^ 
the federal government 
should provide aid to the 
county for the high cost of il¬ 
legal immigration.” 

Long concerned about the 
problems caused by illegal 
aliens, Antonovich wrote 
President Clinton, United 
States Senators Barbara 
Boxer and Dianne Feinstein 
and California’s congres¬ 
sional delegation earlier this 
year presenting a multi-point 
plan to resolve problems 
caused by illegal and legal 
immigration. 

“Substantial economic 
problems in California can be 
traced to illegal immigra¬ 
tion—from overcrowded 
classrooms in our declining 
educational system to our 
budgetary problems at all lev- 
els of government," 
Antonovich said. “Although 
the Courts have an injunction 
on Proposition 187, which 
will take years to resolve— 
the Federal government can 
take legislative action to ad¬ 
dress this issue now.” 


The Immigration and 
Naturalization Service’s de¬ 
cision to continue a pilot pro¬ 
gram easing the deportation 
of criminal illegal aliens is, “a 
step in the right direction, n 
Los Angeles County Supervi¬ 
sor Mike Antonovich said 
Wednesday. 

“This program was a tre¬ 
mendous success in its month 
of operation, removing 1,204 
criminal aliens from over 20 
different nations who had 
been in our county’s jails,” 
Antonovich said. “This effort 
by the Department of Justice 
provides a measure of relief 
for the tremendous burdens 
illegal aliens place on Cali¬ 
fornia taxpayers.”

Absent 
was James Hanrahan, an outgoing Parking District Commissioner. 

City Clerk June Alford administered the oath of office to incoming Parking District Com- 
rrissioner Keith Brown. 

During Public Hearings, the Council voted in a resolution to place liens on property for 
the settlement of delinquent trash, sewer and property related fees. Additionally, they voted 
to vacate and abandon a portion of Second Ave. that currently consists of a minor access road 
allowing eastbound Huntington Dr. traffic to turn south on Second without having to pass 
through the intersection. 

A long time citizen spoke about the proposed Santa Anita Entertainment Complex. He 
began by saying that he had been a member of the Turf Club for many years and owned race 
horses. Voicing the concerns of many people in Arcadia, he said, “the impact of a Center 
such as this to our city is unknown." After hearing that the proposed complex could resemble 
a Universal City CityWalk, he cited possible problems such as gangs, and a flux of other un¬ 
desirable people coming to Arcadia as a result. He wanted much more information in a timely 
manner. Furthermore, he hoped that the city would have the opportunity to vote on this is¬ 
sue, as the community did when the mall was being proposed. 

Mayor Lojeski said, “there will be many public meetings with the community for this major 
development.” He said that the City would stay in touch with the community every step of 
the way. City Manager Bill Kelly stated that at this point in time, “the City position is neu¬ 
tral.” Plans for the Complex are definitely hot set in stone. The Entertainment Complex is 
quickly becoming a big issue, with many more steps to take to insure its acceptance in the 
Community of Homes. 

After interviewing two qualified applicants for the Planning Commission prior to the 
Council meeting, Ulrich moved to appoint John Sleeter. This choice was unanimous, and as 
Mr. Sleeter was present that evening. Mayor Lojeski said, “put it on your calendar—report 
in two weeks!” 

Pat Malloy, maintenence services director, made a presentation on the candidates for a 
seat on the San Gabriel Water Quality Authority Board of Directors (WQA). When Bob 
Margett was elected to the State Assembly, he was required to vacate his position with the 
WQA. As they are beginning the process to fill this spot, they are looking for nominations of 
candidates to run for election. 

On July 12. a forum was held for people interested in running. Thus far. Tom Adams. City 
of Monrovia; Maria Avila, City of El Monte; Larry Glenn. City of Glendora; Lois Shade. 
City ol Glendora; and Mary Young, City of Arcadia have “thrown their hats" into the arena. 

Barbara Kuhn commended Mary Young for her appearance at the Candidate's Forum in 
Azusa. Kuhn said, “Mary’s interest and knowledge make her an ideal candidate.” In voting 
for a candidate, both Lojeski and Dr. Chang chose Tom Adams of Monrovia. However the 
majority, Kuhn, Ulrich and Young stood by Mary Young. The resolution for adoption will 
be at the Aug. I City Council Meeting. 

Mayor Lojeski adjourned the meeting in memory of David Hannah, a former Mayor of 
Arcadia, who passed away on July 12. “It was a pleasure serving on the Council with such an 
accomplished gentleman,” said Lojeski. He also paid a brief tribute to Phillip Rockenback, 
who had once been prominent in many Little League programs. He died on July I.

“It’s amazing what they've done with 
the building,” she remarked, adding that 
construction for this set began around the 
first of June.

I talked with Donna Butler, community development 
administrator, and she explained how it relates to Arcadia. 
I knew we had residential zoning and commercial zoning, 
but I didn’t know they broke down into so many catego¬ 
ries. 

Residential has five categories that are pretty self-ex¬ 
planatory; RM-residential mountain, RO-single family but 
large estate type lots, R1-single family, R2-medium den¬ 
sity and R3-high density. R2 and R3 allow both apart¬ 
ments and condominiums. 

Commercial property doesn’t define itself so clearly. 
CI is a limited commercial area allowing professional 
offices, business offices, banking institutions, etc. It 
doesn’t allow any retail activity. There is very little of this 
left in the City. 

The City finds that Commercial meshes pretty well. 
There is not a significant difference, so most is now C2- 
General Commercial. C2 permits retail and offices, and 
allows restaurants, hotels, car washes with approved con¬ 
ditional use permits. 

A few years ago, the City created a CPD zone Com¬ 
mercial Planned Development, this was designed prima¬ 
rily for property on Huntington Dr., east of Second Ave., 
where we now have Embassy Suites, the Automobile Club 
building, etc. 

Since Arcadia views itself as predominately a residen¬ 
tial community, there are very limited areas in the City 
for manufacturing. CM-Commercial Manufacturing al¬ 
lows very light manufacturing such as a picture frame 
shop, automobile repair with conditional use permit and 
uses that would be compatible with the community. 

We have two manufacturing zones: Ml-Light Manu¬ 
facturing and M2-Heavy Manufacturing. M2 requires 
conditional use permits and exists down where the stone 
quarry and the public storage facility are. 

Almost finished. The category currently getting atten¬ 
tion is S1 -Special Use Zone. This involves the race track, 
which is designated horse racing. Santa Anita is in the 
process of requesting a change to commercial entertain¬ 
ment designation (see story on the “Public Scoping Meet¬ 
ing” in this issue). 

The other Special Use Zone is S2-Public Purpose. 
These are areas set aside for public use such as the Arbo¬ 
retum and the County Park. For example, if someone came 
along who wanted to buy any of that land and turn it into 
office buiIdmgs ,' R w o ul d req ui re a change huhe General 
Plan and zoning to do it.

Any new lumps and bumps should be checked 
by a vaterinarian. Many times they are benign tumors 
or cysts. However, some are malignant or are locally 
invasive. Approximately twenty percent of all dogs 
will die from cancer. A veterinarian may be able to tell 
what the mass is by inserting a small needle into it and 
removing a few cells and examining them under a 
microscope. This is a very simple procedure that 
requires no anesthesia. If this is non-diagnostic then a 
larger section or all of the mass may need to be 
removed under anesthesia and then sent out to a 
laboratory for analysis.

Pastor Barney was commenting on the various levels of 
commitment of people in a typical congregation. Barney drew 
four concentric circles with each circle representing a type of pj^icipant 
personal comrnitment. The outer circle represented the com¬ 
munity at large which has the least level of involvement in the 
church. They may or may not attend and are not really con¬ 
cerned with the ministry of the church and are not committed 
at all. 

The second circle inward represents the crowd which just 
flirts with the church. The preiiminant characteristic of the 
crowd is that they are investigators. They are interested and 
are easily attracted but by the same token they are easily dis¬ 
tracted. They are somewhat concerned about the church but 
are not really convinced of its mission. In addition they have 
a very low level of commitment. The third concentric circle 
inward are the committed. Some characteristics of the com¬ 
mitted: they have moved from being a spectator to one who 
participates. Al the same time they have moved from inter¬ 
ested to involvement. They are convinced about the claims 
of Christ and have stepped up their level of commitment and 
involvement of the ministry of the church. There is a very 
positive personal encounter with the church but it is pox 
marked with a case of lags, snags and sags. 

We now come to the heart of the concentric circles and this 
is the core. Characteristics of the core is that they are not just 
participating but replicating their faith in others. They don t 
just attend to be fed but feed and lead. They have developed 
the hunters eye of the lion and leverage their spirituality so as 
to build up the Body of Christ, namely the church. So where 
do you find yourself? Are you at the outer edges in your com¬ 
mitment or are you a core leader in the army of Christ. I do 
hope it is the latter.

a new bicycle or for the health of an old pet—and the bike 
never arrived and the old dog died. With little attempts like 
these we began to approach God, and began even then to ex¬ 
perience the brick wall, the deaf ear, the night stretching ever 
deeper into darkness. Later on, the prayers became more adult, 
even more “holy”—the conversion of someone loved, the end 
of a bad habit—and still the door was not opened. 

Then we began to wonder if God listens or even exists. 
Maybe the frightening question began to form in the back of 
our minds or hearts “is it possible that God is cruel?” The 
suspicion grew but Jesus’ parable says—that the Father does 
not hand out snakes instead of fish, scorpions when eggs had 
been asked for. When we raised our eyes from our private 
disappoinunents—the lost job, the elusive lover—we saw a 
string of contemporary disasters streU hing from Auschwitz 
to Bosnia. So many hands outstretched, so few filled: what 
kind of God is the Father? 

The miseries of our era, obvious and hidden, mirror those 
of Jesus’ time, and still His message is the same; the Father is 
good and He only gives good gifts. Jesus goes further, com¬ 
manding believers to constantly besiege the Father in prayer, 
asking, seeking, knocking. No matter what the Father does 
in response, we who do not give up praying are transformed: 
The asking makes the voice come from greater depths, the 
seeking clarifies and sharpens our vision, the persistent knock¬ 
ing develops muscles of the spirit which otherwise would have 
been flabby. 

The great wise woman and teacher of prayer, Teresa of 
Avila, used to say that there were more tears shed over an¬ 
swered prayers that over unanswered ones. In her gently jok¬ 
ing way, Teresa was pointing to the gift which, though rarely 
asked for, is never refused. The gift which is to be prized 
beyond all others because it connects us to the Giver Him¬ 
self—the Holy Spirit. He is the gift whom anyone with empty 
hands can receive, the love millions seek under a variety of 
names and faces, the God who waits to open the door, sud¬ 
denly or slowly, at our insistent pounding. If we ask for Him 
first, we’il see what we need. He is the best of the Father’s 
good gifts.

Libraries will get through times of no libraries. For 
times of no money better than many California libraries 
money will get through in these are times of no money, 

forcing staff reductions, 
shorter hours, curtailed book 
budgets, and even closures. 
Rising costs of books and 
magazines easily eat up any 
small budgetary gains. Even 
during depression years, li¬ 
braries were not facing the 
problems they are now. And 
during those years no librar¬ 
ies closed. 

Why is this happening? 
Government in general is 
having to restructure because 
money is tight and voters are 
not willing to ante up more 
dollars. California ranks 
twenty fifth in the amount of 
taxes levied. Local, county 
and state governments are all 
struggling because of de¬ 
creasing revenues. There is- 
less governmental income 
and libraries must compete 
with other essential services 
such as fire, hospital, and law 
enforcement. 

Are libraries essential? 
James Madison, fourth Presi¬ 
dent of the United States, 
said: “A popular govern¬ 
ment, without popular infor¬ 
mation or the means of ac¬ 
quiring it, is but a prologue to 
a farce or tragedy or perhaps 
both. Knowledge will for¬ 


ever govern ignorance, and a 
people who mean to be their 
own governors must arm 
themselves with the power 
that knowledge gives.” Li¬ 
braries provide this frame¬ 
work to serve the individual 
and the community.

Gauging the impact of rising inter¬
